WILD BLIZZARD 
RB IN EAST 



Chicagoans Suffer Severely in 
Record Storm of the 
Season 



SEVERAL DEATHS REPORTED 



Railway and Street Car l^raffic 
Blocked jn ^ Several 
Districts 



Chicago, Fob. 18. — Several .deaths, 
many Injuries and much suffering fol- 
lowed today ill the walto of one of the 
worsit blizzards experienced in thi.^ 
section in several years. Traffic on 
surface and suburban liiioH is prartlc- 
ally tied up tonight, and downtown 
hotelii aro iilled with resiclonts of out- 
lying di.jtricts who found themselves 
unable to roach their homes. Tlic 
storm, which broke early in the day, 
raged with increasing fury until 
nightfall, subsiding towards midnight. 

Ono of the most tragic occurrences 
in connection witn the storm Was the 
wrecking In the harbor at ;Waukegan 
of the lishiiig boat Anspach, in which 
two men lost their lives and six others 
had a narrow escape from death. The 
boat left the harbor early in the day 
to visit nets set ten miles out in Lake 
Michigan. Caught in the storm on the 
return trip, the vessel battled with the 
elements until It regained the harbor 
at 6 o'clock in the evening, only to be 
blown against a protection wall and 
crushed. Capt. Oliver Rubier and ftve 
men, eorr.posing: the crew, v.'ero thiMJwn 
upon an ice pack, four of the men 'suc- 
ceeding in clinging to the ice and being 
r.esued. Two slld.into the water and 
were drowned. „ ,j v 

By 4 -o'clock in the afternoon, .seven 
Inches of- snow-had fallen,: and-lt Avas 
still coming down heavily. The 
weather bureau forecasted a foot of 
snow by morning. The wind at fre- 
ftuent Intervals blew with a velocity 
of SO miles an hour, and it hurled the 
'isnow' through the streets In such 
blinding clouds that it was impossible 
to see -for a 'greater distance than a 
hair block, and often the range of 
vision would be limited to a few feet. 

A great number of accidents of a 
minor character were caused by the 
collisions hutvvecii wagons and street 
cars. Up to C o'clock tonight no seri- 
ous accidents had been reported, al- 
though quite a number of persons had 
been injured by wagons and by falls 
on the pavements. The heavy increase 
of anow that came in the afternoon 
made desiicralc work for the street car 
companies. Every available man and 
all the snowplows were constantly at 
work m keei)ing the tracks clear. The 
Illinois railway e.vperienced great dif- 
ficulty diiriii!? the evening in moving 
its suburban trains. In some in.^tances 
the trains remained stalled for hours. 
The Illinois Central, Chicago & North- 
\\estern and Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul railways repQrted incoming 
trains three to, 'seven hours late.. 

The storm centre during the eve- 
ning was over Sipringfleld, 111., and 
was moving northward, with a proba- 
bility that It would pass over Chicago 
early tomorrow morning. The snow 
fall was generaMn eastern. Iowa and 
Nebraska, northern Missouri, central 
and northern Illinois and Indiana and 
Wisconsin. ■ • .' 

'Omaha reported the heaviest fall in 
twenty years, nearly fourteen inches, 
entailing much delay and suli'erlng to 
live stock en route to eastern markets. 
Several trains are said to bo more 
than litteen hours overdue. 

The weather forecast announced 
late tonight that there "is little relief 
In sight;' more snow being the pros- 
pect, with falling temperature.

Plea for. Help to Improve Con- 
'ditlop'of People- of Jhe 
nes' 



Concord, N. H., Feb. 18. — In refer- 
ence to the Philippine islands, United 
States Secretary of War Taft, in an 
address delivered here today, said: 

"Ladies and Gentlemen: I appeal 
to you whether tlio task of helping a 
poor, unfortunate people that have 
been brought under our trusteeship 
and guardianship, even if it costs us 
six or eight miUlons a year, is not a 
task worthy of a great nation like 
oura'? The fact that we have expand- 
ed in this way gives us an Inlluence 
among the nations of the world that I 
hope will always be used for good and 
the national morality. 
: ""you all remember our Democratic 
opponents attacking tho president, 
.'Theodore Roosevelt, when he was 
running for the presidency, as a gen- 
tleman whom; it, was unsafe to trust 
with the -'power o£ -government — that 
as '^oon as -the shade-??' ' of MeKlnley's 
administration' had lifted, > and he was 
glventan important position' from the 
peopIe; :he would 'get into a ■ fight at 
oix'se. What has been the result of 
the increase of tho navy and Theodore 
Roosevelt at the head of it'.' Never 
before in the history, of the world has 
a president or a king, made so much 
for right business ^nd teaco among 
nations as the present, 

"I was in the PhllippInes . when the 
report was current that we were going 
to war with Japan, . and there was a 
greatly unsettled feeling in the Phil- 
ippines.

Another Nightmare Provided in

"Valparaiso, . Feb. -■ .18. — Tho - cruise 
along the coast of -iChlll lof the .^-sJapa-; 
nese steamer Kassato . mc^fU <hfi'Si ' "iR 
view of tho proximity bf'the American 
battleship .lleet, attracted-. considerable 
attention here. The Kassato maru 
left .IqUlque 'OA. January- 23, &nd steam- 
ed* oUt to sea. -No thing was heard 
from her, until' two ^-.Idays ago, when 
she arrived ati'Totopilla, a small town 
140 miles from Iqulque. The fact that 
the vessel spent 24 days between these 
two points leads to the suspicion in 
some quarters that she has been ob- 
serving the progress of the American 
fleet, or -studying the Chilian coast In 
the vicinity of Totopilla. 

The Kassato maru is equipped with 
wireless telegraph. She belongs to the 
Japanese government, and left Japan 
in October for Honolulu, where she 
arrived on November 7. Since then 
she has been reported at Callao, Arlca 
and other points on tho Chilian coast. 

She is of 3,100 tons, has twin screws 
and was built at Newcastle in 1900. 

Lima, Peru, Feb. 18, 1:50 a. m. — A 
wireless despatch has just been re- 
ceived here from the fleet of American 
battleships under Rear-Admiral Ev- 
ans. It Is dated Tuesday, 9:45 a. m., 
and says that at that hour tho vessels 
were 380 miles from Callao.

China ,'Fi9ars Japanese Imitation of 
Russia's Municipal Estab- 
lishment 



Pokin, Fob. IS. — In view of tho pro- 
test lodged by China against the es- 
tablishment of a municipal adminis- 
tration by Russia at Harbin, tho Rus- 
sian minister to China, M. Pokotiloff, 
has communicated to the representa- 
tives of the powers here an explana- 
tion of tho Russian position. 

Ho says tlie Russian terms. in this 
matter aro justllied by the convention 
with China giving Russia the right to 
administer her lands. inC Manchuria. 

Althotigh the Russian' 'municipalities 
in Manchuria are being: established, as 
in the case of Harbin, for Instance, the 
procedure la a source of an.xlety to 
Cliina, especially In view of the atti- 
tude assumed by Japan. Tho Toklo 
government is making extensive plans 
to follow the example of Russia and 
set up cx-terrltbrlal municipalities in 
Manchuria to ;accommodato tho In- 
creasing Japanese population.

Ottawa, Feb. 18. — British Columbia's 
Natal act reached the secretary -of 
state tills afternoon. It will receive 
the immediate consideration of the ca- 
binet. British Columbia members.,;Of 
the Commons are said to be unanimous 
for disallowance, but it is not likely 
action will 4te taken in that regard 
until the courts have had an opportun- 
ity to decide as to the constitutionality 
of the act. 

Today's session of the house was al- 
most entirely devoted to the discussion 
of W. F. Maclean's reciprocal demur- 
rage bill, by which railways are to be 
compelled to pay shippers for delay in 
furnishing cars, just as they now re- 
quire payment for failure to unload 
promptly. Mr Maclean introduced his 
bill in a moderate speech. Mr, Mac- 
lean complained that the railways of 
Canada gave, the United States ship- 
pers not only the best of their equip- 
ment but also the best rates. He did 
not object the railways doing American 
business, so long as the Canadian ship- 
per got fair treatment. Canada should 
be served^ first, , . . 

The_ bill requires rail ways to provide 
cars -within 96 hours '.after application. 
Failing to do this, the:,company must 
pay the shipper a dollar 'per day. A 
person not loading a car within 48 
hours is liable to the same penalty.v'iv; 

Hugh Guthrie, who followed, con- ■ 
tended that the present legislation .gave 
all the remedy desirable. If the rail- 
ways vvere giving. American traffic the 
preference they were discriminating,! 
against themselves, Any delay in mov.i'j; 
Ing freight was due to the abnorraala, 
activity -of Cana-da- during the last?; 
few yearB.-n"i:,'The:;!rallway, comhilssion 
was the "piroper body to deal with the : 
matter. 

E D, Smith agreed with biie principle 
of Mr. Maclean's bill. Last fall ho had , 
asked for twenty-live cars to ship 
fruit to the Northwest, but all he could;;, 
get was one solitary car. 

Mr. Turriff thought that some dras- 
tic action would have to be taken to 
do away with delays. 

Dr. Schatfner thought the railways 
should be ;hound, to move their cars 
within a i-easohable delay. Last year 
the railways deserved a great deal of 
credit for the manner in which they 
kept up business in spite of adverse 
conditions. 

Haughton Lehnox'Tsaldrfthefi-blll-^i.was 
one Of reciprocal' justice. - The bill 
should be sent' to the. railway commit;

The University bill was finally com- 
iTiitted and reported to the house at 
the sitting oL' the leglslatiire yester- 
day. Very few changes have beea 
made In the measure and such have 
are of a very iiiii-or nature. To a great 
extent the. bill will coiin?: tap 'for. third 
reading as' It Was Intrdduced. by its 
ai.ithor,.H6n. Dr.: Xpung/ .„hilnister of 
educatibn. ', ^'-t't,': vi'^'-,: 

The resoluUoii> of:iMr; Hawthorntli- 
waito looking to -the/appolntment of 
an imperial commission to fully In- 
(i\jiro into the .Tapane.so and Orientul 
inuiilgratlon question, was introduced 
by tliat gentleman. At some length, 
ho reviewed tlie situation, and his re- 
marks elicited miplausc both from his 
own slender foUowlnH; and from sev- 
eral mombors on the Conservative side 
of the liou.'^o. The member for Nanai- 
nio was rather more inodorato in put- 
ting hl.s case In this instance than gen- 
erally, though in the course of his 
remarks he said that the Japanese 
quarter in Vancouver was an armed 
camp. He asserted that unless furth- 
er measures were taken to stop , the 
Influx of Orientals by either the Do- 
minion or -the i)rovlnolal: governments, 
the white population ' :.of-=- Var(couver 
would take radical action and he pro- 
pliesled that a clash would there oc- 
curr which would ririg round the world. 

Tlie act aineiiding and consolidat- 
ing the law relating to municipal elec- 
tions was given its second reading. 
The bill Includes the section defining 
the vexed word "householder," which, 
in this city, will do away with the 
universal woman's .suffrage, which has 
virtually e.xistod at recent rnunlciijal 
election's. The ladies' guUcry was 
crowded with local advocates of wo- 
men's suffrage, but the measure passed 
second reading wlthouti.elther-,demon- 
Ktvatlou or violence.:. jf^Thi^/Viitjill will 
proliably be conimltted'' tomorrow, and 
it is possible that an effort will be 
made to introduce some , amendments. 

The speaker gave his ruling on the 
point raised the previous sitting by 
the member for Yale (Stuart Hender- 
son), with regard to the bill for the 
protection of workers In factories, He 
held that the procedure under which 
the bill had been launched by motion 
wa.s perfectly correct in the light of the 
procedure adopted In the Imperial par- 
limeant with similar measures. 

The amendment proposed by Parker 
V\''illla!ns (New Castle) to the incor- 
porating tlie Crows Xest and Korth- 
orn r.'iihvay was lost. The latter looked 
to the insertion of a clause providing 
that no Orientals should be employed 
in the construction of the said railway. 
In the division by wlilch It was nega- 
tived, .T. A. Macdonald, the Liberal 
leader, with others of his party, voted 
with the govornment. 

More progres.y was made yesterday 
with the various bills upon the order 
liaper than at any previous sitting, 
lion. Dr. Young's measure regarding 
the approval of cemetery sites was 
read a third time. This Is designed 
to prevent the cbntamlnatlou of wa- 
ter courses by placing cemeteries near 
them. The rci.easure ihtroduoed by the 
.«ame minister amendlns the Hospital 
act was also read a third time and 
pu.ssed. 

The second reading of the bill to 
prevent discrimination against mem- 
bers of trades unions, Introduced by 
tlio .Sodialistic member for Grand 
I.'ork (Jolm Alclnnis) wss negatived, 
tiiough scver.-il Conservatives voted for 
the measure. It was pointed out by 
Mr. Hayward (Cowichan) that the 
measure would defeat its own purpose 
and would virtually have the effect of 
malilng the "oi)cn shop" principle pre- 
vail throughout the province. 

Notice of his intention to raipve for 
leave to introduce a bill providing an 
eight-hour duy for workers .in marine 
and shipbuilding yards has been 
given by Mr. Ha:wtthornthwaite, while 
Dr. G. A. B. Hall (Nelson), will tomor- 
row ask for a return of all papers re- 
garding the failure of the recent sta- 
tutory sitting of the supreme court at 
Nelson to materialize. 

The speaker took the chair at 2. SO 
o'clock Prayers by Rev. H. A. (;arson. 
Wants Imperial Commission 

Mr. llawthornthwaite — "I beg, sir, 
to move that 

Wborcaa a conflict of Interests has 
arisen bctwi'on the province of Brlt- 
Ish Columbia and the Dominion of 
Canada in i-esi>cct to Oriental Imnii- 
gratlon into Iriritish Columbia; and 

Whereas a Iroatj-, known as the 
Anglo -Japanese treaty, has bepn, en- 
dorsed by the Dominion government; 
and 

\Vherea.< the said Irenty contained 
the follnwing sc'cllon:

AVhorcTs laws enacted by this prov- 
ince to regulate said Immigration have 
been uniformly disallowed by the 
Dominion authorities; and 

Whereas the existing condition can- 
not continue without injuring the 
various interests referred to, and fur- 
tlicr endangering the good under- 
standing that has existed between 
the people of .Tapan and, the people 
of tills province. , .. ■„■-: .„?. 

Tlierefore bo It resolved, that this 
house nicmorallaliijo the Imperial gov- 
ernment, through the colonial secre- 
tary, to appoint a royal commission to 
fully inquire into all the circumstan- 
ces in connection ivlili these matters. 
Anything Underhand? 

This .subject, .sir, la one of the most 
Interesting and Important that has 
como before this house during the 
present, session; and has agitated 
our people, the business men as well 
as the working classes more than any 
other subject, which Is now under 
general consideration. And ' I hold 
that it Is the duty of this leglHlaturo 



before it adjourns, not only to reach 
some definite conclusi6n Vlnrv'respoet to 
this pressing mattor/iibtii 'tb.' do some- 
thing that may possibly? alleviate the 
situation, and show the people of this 
province that we are really attending 
to their interests und are really try- 
ing to perform our duty. On two 
different occasions, sir, I have en- 
deavored to bring this question to a 
head, and have an Investigation 
made Into the causns which "have led 
to this e.xtraordlnary Inllux, and on 
both occasions, I failed In my purpcse 
owing to the adverse views of other 
inembors. I -think, sir, that niy mo- 
tion Is so framed that It fully covers 
the ground, and I cannot conceive 
liow any inember can consistently 
urge any strong or valid objection to 
It. And whilo both parties. Liberal 
and Conservative, are In this prov- 
ince, on record as being strongly op- 
posed to this most extraordinary and 
most undesirable influx, it appears to 
mo, tha'C the great majority of the 
people of British Columbia, are not 
aware of the circumstances, which 
underlie and have led up to the pres- 
ent state of things. And It would 
further .seem, that notwithstanding 
the discussions that have taken 
place in tills house, and all that has 
been said, and done, and the work of 
the commission, whlcli was appointed 
to enquire Into this matter, some facts 
are still belag held hack, therefore, I 
maintain that It is the right of the 
people of this iirovlnce, and of the 
members of this legislature, to be 
placed in possession of all the cir- 
cumstances. And if there has been 
any misunderstanding, or if any mis- 
leading statements liavc been made,

' / Conflict of Opinion. 

A conflict .of opinion has arisen be- 
'tiiveeli 'the people of this province and 
the' Dbihiriion government and praotl- 
cally with all the rest of Canada, 
viewed from the standpoint of repre- 
sentation In the Dominion house ot 
commons, and the actions of the Do- 
minion . government in endorsing the 
Japaeso treaty with the immigration 
clause shows at once and most con- 
clusively that the Dominion govern- 
ment is not at all In accord with the 
strong views which are held by the 
people of this province in relation to 
this matter. And not only are they 
not in accord, but they do not under- 
stand the feeling of our people on 
this subject, while some of the high- 
est personages in the Dominion— such 
as air Wilfrid Laurier— are found 
making the most extraordinary state- 
ments on the floor of the house of 
commons in relation to this treaty. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurlcr in particular has 
drawn a fanciful picture — a pen pic- 
ture—and I trust that It is a purely 
fanciful picture, of the IBrltish and 
Japanese fleets sweeping to destruc- 
tion some common , enemy. I, how- 
ever, not only hope but entirely be- 
lieve that no such treaty exists be- 
tween these governments, and il am 
satisfied that - thcriiebplji •■Of tthe.vBrit- 
Ish erapiro wUlt'never;,Vfpria,';moment 
cons ld(}r or endojjsfl? anyjsuch ^arrange -

The "^Japanese • are at' this m'bment. 
Sir, trying to found a bug^o and co 
lossal iamplre of Oriental and'Nsolored 
races,, and undoubtedly, sir, that great 
empire will-not be managed In the In- 
terest of the white peoples of the 
world, and in particular of Canada 
or of the British empire. And It is 
only a question of time when we will 
learn what will be the result of this 
ambition as regards the White races 
and niOro particularly those that live 
on this continent. •> 

Surely there must .be sprne rnlsun- 
derttanding when we are now in- 
formed from London that when Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier was asked, when the 
adoption of tlie Anglo-Japanese treaty 
by Canada was under consideration, 
whether he desired the immigration 
clauses to be excluded, and he replied 
that ho did not wisli to take advan- 
tage of the opi)ortunlty which was 
tlieu presented to him by the Im- 
perial government. Now, Sir, the 
people of this country wish to know 
the truth about this, while they are 
further united in demanding an In- 
vestigation into the conduct of the 
lieutenant-governor. 

.Should Be Made Impossible. 

Such a condition of affairs should 
be made impossible, and should he 
passed upon by a commission appoint- 
ed by the Imjierlal liouse. Whatever 
0))inions, sir we may bold in resiK'ct 
to commissions here, we still have 
some faith in the impcriiil house, in 
view of the splendid work wlilch they 
hiive done there, in niter disregard of 
the effect on any polilU:al party or tin 
the government In power. The thor- 
ough and comiilete iiivcstigatiun which 
was made into the Transvaal army 
scandal l^ a case In point, and we 
would not only have the satiHlaetion 
of securing a thorough enquiry, but w o 
would Imvo the views Pf the Japanese 
people, ■ who,' have themselves ijasst.'d 
exclusion laws, ' directed against ,the 
Chinese. 

Something Will Happen, 

I have stated, and very strongly, sir, 
on the floor of this house, that if our 
object is not accunipllshed along con- 
stitutional lines, the working classes 
will resort and will be compelled to 
resort to methods which are not re- 
garded as being constltutloriai; And, 
sir, wo have precedents. I'''or wo have 
seen again and again that where the 
people, and more especially the people 
of Great Britain, are oppressed, they 
have taken the law into tlieir own 
hands and dealt sunimarlly with the 
situation. 1 admit that such meth- 
ods are not jiroper methods, liut I 
must warn you and the members of 
this legislature that the people, and 
more particularly the working classes, 
of British C^olunibiu, are in deadly 
earnosl on this ciuestion, and mean 
business. And they are now practi- 
cally awaiting the closing of this 
house, as well as of the house of com- 
mons, and, mark my words, sir. If 
somothlng Is not done by these houses 
to remedy the present, state of affairs 
something will: certainly be done ii'y 
the people of Brltlsli Columbia. We 
know that the Japanese . .'quarter in 
Vancouver Isi'sJinpiy'I' ^.'I'iitirMed;:;^ 
ready and Waiting for 'trouble^ and 
are we going to stand Idly by until 
another riot develops, and a riot which 
will assuredly bocoino historic in the 
annals of the world. And mark my 
words, sir, that such will bo the re- 
sult of Inaction. All this is true, and 
known to be true, and are wo going 



to allow this cbhiitlon of affairs to 
develop. And when It is all , done, 
throw the, blame upon the representa- 
tives of labor, of whom I am one, and 
fall to see that wo are guilty, for the 
existence of this condition of things, 
which has been entirely brought about 
through the fault of the Dominion and 
local governments. If the labor vote 
controlled both houses such a state 
of affairs would not exist, and I con- 
sider, It to be the duty of <every mem- 
ber of this house accepting fully the 
onus and responsibility whicli fare, ours 
to support my motion, ' 

Hon. Mr, McBrlde: ,1 move the ad- 
journment of the debate. ' ' ' '

Crow's Nest & Northern. 

On the bill to Incorporate the Crow's 
Nest & Northern Railway company 
being taken up, Pirker ■ Williams

son of Oriental birth, or extraction be

practically an exclusive right, and in 
these circumstances they had the right 
to' Impose conditions from wnicn me 
risk of disallowance -should not deter. 
Corporations and franchise-mongers 
had, however, undoul)tedly a great 
deal of InOuenco at Ottawa, where un- 
questionably they could have their de- 
sires granted. (Hear, hear.) 

For Putting Him on Record. 

W. R. Ross (Fernlo): in reply to 
the hon. gentleman, I may say I feel 
that this amendment has been offered 
rather with the view of putting me on 
record as being apparently opposed to 
the Interests of the worklngmen, than 
for any useful purpose, as the house 
has already during the present session 
practically, dealt with this .very ques- 
tion. It 'seenis to me, that ^ the hon. 
gentleman cannot, really' .be. .serious: in 
his expectation, that his /amendnient 
will be adopted, as the view iyhlch' is 
held by the majority of the niembers 
of .this house . in tegard to these jprir 
vate bills is,*that whereveip wa can. se- 
cure the' construction of the' road 
without granting, concesslpris' with 
money' value, we ought to assist' hy 
every means within our power.

Could Strike Out Clause 

Mr. I tawthoi ntliwaite thought that 
disallowan'.'(>. if ordered, need onb' af- 
fcH't this ]iarti(.'ular clause, and not 
th(^ whole l.iill; and hoijcd that they 
would 1-ie enabled to gel a decision 
of the privy council upon tholr con- 
stitutional right to Impiosia sUcU con- 
ditions. 

Mr. Koss: But we want to build a 
railroad.

Stricken Out Before 

Hon. Mr. Mclirldr; In eixplanatibn, 1; 
may say that under the act Of 1901, In

PARKS BOARD NEEDS 
MONEY EOR ITS WORK 

Will Ask City for Twelve Thou- 
sand Dollars For This 
Year's Needs 



I'he public paries board, at a special 
nieetlng held last evening in the com- 
mittee room at the city, hall* decided 
toiask the city for *12,000 ; with which 
to carry on the .workj'pf the present 
year. The meetlng;s..ati.Which Mayor 
Hall, Aid- Cameron and Messrs, NeLson 
and WUkerson were present, did noth- 
ing more tlian consider tiio estimates 
of the amounts required for the board'a 
work for this year, and while doubt 
was expressed that the above amount 
will be fortlicoming, in view of tiie in- 
"creased demands whicii will be made 
on this year's council, it was decided 
tliat to carry on the board's work in 
a proper manner not loss than tlio 
above amount should bo granted by 
tlie city. 

The bouIe\-afcl superintendent, D, D. 
England, suhniitted a report sotting 
fo'rlli tlie ainuuiits whicli, in iiis opin- 
ion, would be necessary, but these fig- 
ures wore considered too high inas- 
much as it Was felt that tlie city would 
not grant tliem, though the members 
of the board would like to have the 
nioney placed at their disposal. The 
amount as passed upon at last night's 
meeting, will be submitted to the city 
council so that that body can consider 
them when taking up ithe estimates 
for the year. . ' 

Animals Are Expenslv^f. 

Mr. Wilkerson stated that in view of 
the expense necessary to put the bear 
pits at Beacon Hill parte Jn good re- 
pair he very much doubted if tlie ani- 
mals proved a sufBcient attraction to 
warrant the expense. It took one 
man's time to look after all the ani- 
mals at the park and ho thought that 
with the possible exception of the deer 
and tlie moose the animals could be 
dispensed with. While not greatly in 
favor of keeping 'the animals, Mayor 
Hall, believed that the children liked 
to see them there, but certainly some- 
thing should be done to improve the 
present quarters and keep the animals 
In better condition. 

Mr. Wilkerson considered that the 
greatest need at the park was the 
ploughing up and seeding of the outer 
sections, where every year grass fires 
rage and made the place look exceed- 
ingly unattractive. He was in favor 
of preservijig the natural beauties of 
the park rather than spending Marge 
amounts on the up-Ueep . ot"'the ani-

Some 
attention should be given to tlie small 
lily pond. Tho water loaits out of it, 
I understand it has not been puddled 
like the larger pond. A great deal of 
pruning is necessary, as there is con- 
siderable de;id wood in the trees, A 
good nursery slioiild he slartinl at 
once to supply not only this park but 
the otlier parks and the boulevards, 
as there Is a great scarcity of young 
ornamental shrubs. This also applies 
to perennial flower.'!. I am very much 
surprised to find there are scarcely 
any, especially in a climate like this, 
wiioro they arc so easily and cheaply 
raised, and no time should be lost in 
this matter. 

In Poor Condition. 

The buildings arc all in a dilapidat- 
ed condition, but 1 would suggivst that 
if any cliango is made, the location bo 
ulianged to whon^ it v/a.s first intend- 
ed, where the hear iiils are; tlie drain- 
age and otlier eoniiilions are much 
better for them. 

I would suggest tliat a gt^neral iiiir- 
pose team be i)urcliased. 'Phis will 
be one of the most (.'ssontial and 
money-saving appliances and would 
form part of the general tools and 
plants of the, board and will pay fori 
Itself in two years.'^ If not wanted on 
tho one park It. 'coutd be used on the] 
others or boulevards or can be usedi 
hauling tho much-needed mai

Ottawa, b'eb. 18.— Justice Burbidge, 
of the exchequer court, whp has been 
ill Cor some time, died this morning. 
T'ho cause of- death was cancer He 
had been hopelessly ill for, a long time, 
and passed fiway at bis residence at 
1; o'clock. 

Hon George AVheolock Biu-bidge 
was born at Cornwall, N. S„ In 1.S47, 
tho son of the late Arnold S. Bur- 
bidge. He was educated at Mount 
Allison university and was called to 
the New Brunswick bar in 1S72, prac- 
tising his in'ofession at ,St. John. In 
1SS2 ho became deputy niinistor of jus- 
tice tor Canada, holding tliat ollicc; 
until 1887, when he was appolnteii 
judge of the newly constituted ex- 
chequer court of Canada. He took part 
in the revision of the Canadian stat- 
utes which commenced in IS83. Mr, 
Burbidge also served as a member of 
liie civil service commission and as a 
member of the board of arbitration 
which dealt with matters in dlsinite 
between the Dominion and the iiro- 
vlnces of Ontario and Queljoc. Ho 
was chosen by tho governinont of 
British Columbia ..as a commissioner 
to enquire Into certain matter con- 
nected with the Nakusp and Slocan 
railway. As deputy minister of Jus- 
tlco ho had charge of the crown's case 
against Tjouis Rlei and other prisoners 
after tlio rebellion of 1885. He also 
argued lor the Dominion in the liquor 
llconae test case before the supremo 
court and tho privy council. Mr Bur- 
bidge married in 18715 Alice E„ daugh- 
ter of Hy. Maxwell, of St. John, N.B., 
who survlveSN.^hlm. ,; Three daughters 
and four, apns valso.- survive him, ono 
of the latter, being H. A. Burbidge, of

The 
Esquimalt Water Works Company 
has certain rights, ■ held, we under- 
stand, in perpetuity, in a valuable 
property, ^ whlah tlie. .Cp.lonJat .belieyes 
ought * to belong to tli'e'cliir of 'Vic- 
toria, because it will be of tho vory 
greatest use in the building up of 
what wo have called Greater Victoria. 
The. Electric rEallway: Conipany: holds 
ascertain franchise' over tlie 'streets 
of the city and for lighting and other 
purposes,.- which is limited to a term 
of years. The municipality ■ may at 
some time desire to take over tho 
whole or part of this franchise. We 
j,; take ; .■thevposltion that the laws_ of 
'^tiie provlriSe ought to empower the 
municipality to acquire these -prop- 
erties, not by confiscating thorn, but 
by paying for them what they arc 
wortli, the value to bo determined by 
some just and equitable method. We 
hold that such a prlpclple 'ought to be 
applied to all simlla'r franchises, that 
is, that the general law of the prov- 
ince ought to be sucli as to permit 
municipalities to apply the principle 
of public ' ownersHip' -^o ltfcal" putillc 
utilities. 

Our positiqiF;therefo.re! may be thus 
stated: We»;fav6r the muttlcipal ac- 
quisition of local public utilities on 
equitable terms, but are opposed to 
anything in the nature of conflsca- 
, tion. We hope that those principles 
will govern the legislature In dealing 
with tlie application of the City Coun- 
cil for amendments to the Water Act, 
but that the fullest measure of author- 
ity will be vested in the city that can 
be conferred without breaking faith 
With, those^ jy^ invested their 

money- itf isnterprisBS on the faith of 
enactments of the legislature.

THE- JAPANESE TREATY 

AVe do nrit mean the conuiicrcial 
treaty of which we have heard so much 
lately, but the-.treaty oCpaUlance. The 
IjbniJon correspondent of the New York 
Tribune has been sending his paper 
some facts regarding this international 
agreement, ^nd he places it in a liglit 
somewhat<diffierent .fr.om,,th which 
most of us' have been' 'accustomed to 
regard it. He says that it is an agree 
ment primarily designed to preserve 
peace in Asia, and especially in Eastern 
Asia and India. -The correspondent 
thinks that the world was never 
pro^ouAdly at peace „ as now. pelther 
was -'the 'prestige of ^Britain ever ' as 
great as it is under "Edward, the Paci- 
ficator." Nevertheless he,; notes with 
alarm the feverish activity everywhere 
to 'increase nayalt'i^strength. Kelatlns 
to the Japanese 'treaty itself, the foi- 
owing-.extract from the correspon- 
dent's, de'Spatoh is of interest: 

There is a preamble reciting the 
objects for which the coalition was 
formed, and that does not bear out the 
assumption that Vancouver will bo 
converted into a naval base for opera- 
tions against "a common enemy" if 
Japan be suddenly involved in war. The 
alliance has been formed for the main- 
tenance of peace and territorial rights 
in India and Japan and for the pro- 
tection of tlie common interests of .all 
tlio powers in China tlirough tlie pre- 
servation of its integrit.v aiui indepen- 
dence, and of tho principle of equal op- 
portunities for ciiniinerco and indus- 
tries. It is wlicn tiifsc riglils or inter- 
ests are in jeopardy tiiat tlie two 
governments will talce coun.^-pl for mu- 
tual dofc-nce. It i.^^ wiien one or tlio 
otiier of tho contracting powers is com- 
pelled by unprovoived attack or ag- 
gressive action to go to war In- de- 
fence of the territorial ri,;<lUs and 
special interests in A.^ia specifically 
mentioned in the convention that its 
aliy is under obligations to join forces 
witii it against the "common enemy."

«• As a result; of many complaintd from 
owners along the boulevarded ' streets 
in the James Bay section the city 
council has pased a bylaw for the 
regulation of the driving of animals 
through the streets of the city and the 
trafilc on certain streets. At Monday 
night's meeting of the council a letter, 
ono of several, written by F". Napier 
Donnison, .Superior street, complaining 
of the damago being done to the boule- 
vards b,v cattle been driven from the 
outer wharf to tho several butchers' 
establishment.s in the city was read. 
Tills question had already been taken 
up by tho city when a joint meeting of 
tho last mayor and several of tho 
butchers was held and it was decided 
to alow tlio owners of the cattle to 
drivo their property along the Dallas 
iload to Cook street, along which lat- 
ter thoroughtai'e they could be brought 
Into the city. Apparently .this agree- 
ment is not being lived up to and in 
view of more complaints and with the 
idea of regulating this tratllc once and 
for all. Aid. l-Ic^ndorson introduced the 
bylaw of which tho following arc the 
important sections: , . 

1. Tho -Streets bylaw. No. .•340, Id 
hereby amended by adding thereto tho 
following section: — 

7a. No person shall hereafter drive 
through any boufcvarded street of tho 
City any unharnessed or unled horses, 
cattle, sheep, swine or other like ani- 
mals, and all such streets are lioreby 
closed to traffic in respect to tho driv 
Ing through tho same of any such anl 
mals. 

"b. Any person driving any of tho 
animals by the next preceding para- 
graph prohibited on boulevarded 
streets prohibited shall be deemed to 
commit an offence against this bylaw 
and shall, upon conviction, bo subject 
to a penalty of not less than $20 or not 
exceeding $200. 

7c. AVhonever unharnessed of unlcd 
horses, cattle, swine or other lil<o ani- 
mals are driven through the street.-! of 
tho city tho same shall be preceded 
by one or moro drivers, and siich ad- 
vance drivers shall take all necessary 
moans to prevent any of such animals 
from turning or straying Into boule- 
varded street.s, and shall caution pas- 
sengers in advance of the danger of 
the approach of such cattle. 

7d. Any. person driving any of -such 
animals through any streets of .the city 
intersected ': .hjr.;' ^boul^Varde'd ■; - 'dtrcets; 
without any advance driver or driver^ 
shall be deemed to commit an offence, 
and shall, on conviction, be liable, to a 
penalty of not exceeding $50. 

7c. No person shall wilfully break, 
injure, dig up or destroy the sod or 
grass, trees or plants of, or in any 
boulevardi or the railings 'durroundlng 
the sarob, or -drive any horse or other 
animal or vehicle on the same. 

7f. No, person shall,,il|^,<ivi 
place any horse, cow! or -other-' anlinal 
In or upon any boulevardi or. permit 
any howe;. qow qi^, gther anlni^l 'ojvned 
by hlm, *lDP'*b«!lng;,'5tji'.*,lilS posBessldn, to 
go or be therein or thereon. 
. 7g. The justices or' jjollce magistrate 
before whom any complaint may be 
brought of offences against the next 
preceding 'six subsections may enquire 
into and ascertain the cost of making 
good any damage done consequent 
upon any infraction of the next six 
preceding sections, or any of tlieni, 
and may in addition to tho penalties 
prescribed, .award and direct as addi- 
tional penalty the cost of making good 
any such damage. 

2. Said bylaw No. RiO is hereby fur- 
ther amended by adding thereto tho 
following jicctlon: — 

9a. ^^o person shall drive any un- 
harnessed or unled horses, cattle, 
heep, swine or other animals thruugh 
anj- street of the city ;it any' time 
without iiavlng olitulnecl a written 
pennlt from th'- cliiui: of police.

For 
school trustee— J. C. Crellln. 68; W. 
Crowthor, 45. As tho counting of the 
ballots was being in-occedod with, tho 
results were jiosted, and tnufh excite- 
ment was occasioned as the llgnroti of 
tho various candidates w'oro nn- 
nouncod. Tho mooting clo.sod with 
HpoQChcs from tho varlou.s -KucccsHfuI 
cundldatofi, and a vote of thanks to 
tho chairman.

William Walnwright, second vice- 
president of tho G. T. R., Is leaving 
for this city from Montreal. 

Tlio opposition with which the re- 
ported arrangements Ijetween the pro- 
vincial government and the now trans- 
continental railway has met witli on 
the part of tho Liberals in the legis- 
lature has been given wide circula- 
tion in the East . By this the Liberals 
take exception to the terms of the 
agroomont as too generous on the part 
of tho provincial government. They 
point out that by the terms of the 
railway's federal charter, they have to 
coirio to the coast in any event and 
havfl their western lines, completed by 
18U, and tlhere 'lias heen ,mdre ,tban 
one" hint that tho action of the ' XiIb- 
erals hero has been inspired from Ot- 
ta-wa. 

Whether the agreement is entirely 
satisfactory to tho G. T. R. has not 
been announced, and tho provlncoal 
government has not divulged whether 
any communication between tho offi- 
cials in Montreal and Victoria li.ave 
passed. It Is bGllcved, however, that 
Mr. Walnwright lias been disputclied 
to the coast to ende.Tvor to hasten a 
settlement of the affairs and at tho 
same time to .sir.o up and endeavor to 
estimate tho meaning of this action 
from a section of the Libnral camp 
which, up to thoso negotiations, has 
all along done everything in its power 
to facilitate tho construction of tho 
railway. The action of the Liberals 
of British Columbia,! critics point out, 
does not exactly jibe with that of their 
friends at Ottawa. Nothing was too 
great to concede to the railway in the 
commencement to induce 'thism to un 
dcrtako the pi'oject. ' 
■ The very moderate terms which tho 
railway has asked by way of settle- 
ment of the outstanding differences in 
this province could hardly provoke tho 
continued carpinisr of /ohn Oliver un 
less it betokened a change of front at 
Ottawa. 

With the certainty nf tho completion 
of oor."tructlon of the G. T, R. through 
to the mountains, people are asking 
why Liberals who tliu.s tar did all they 
could to expedite tho work shoul'd sud- 
denly ch.'ingo front when construction 
through British Columbia Is broached. 

Mr. Walnwright will probably arrive 
by tho beginning of next week. 



The arguments in the Chehalls ap- 
peal were, concluded yesterday after- 
noon, coming to an end somewhat 
sooner than had been anticipated. The 
court reserved its docision. 

Contlnulng,,„ his i argument of; the 
previous day, B. V. Bodwell, K, C, ar- 
gued that the appellants had not 
proved that there was any custom 
under which boats wore wont to take 
the south side of the channel going 
out of the harbor, and that tho Che- 
halls was crossing the usual coift-se of 
ships leaving tlie docks. Such being 
tho case it was the part of a prudent 
n.avigator to satisfy himself'tliat In so 
doing his boat was not interfering 
with any other ships. On tho ques- 
tion of what constituted prudent navi 
gation ill such cases, ho (luoted from 
tho American regulations affecting in 
land waters to ijhow that ono boat was 
not allowed to crowd another, and ho 
urged that choosing 'such a course 
was negligent navigation on the part 
of Capt. Howse. 

E. P. Davis, IC. C, opened his argu- 
ment by remarking that this appeal 
presented a peculiar' condition which 
had probably never arisen before, in 
that it was not merely an appeal from 
the judgment of a judge, but 
also an appeal from the ver- 
dict of the assessors on a ques- 
tion of nautical skill, thus tho appeal 
would be circumscribed in a way that 
an ordinary appeal would not be. The 
appeal was taken on three groUndiS, 
on. the law, on the facts, and' V, On : the 
sclentilic opinions of theJ ftMe's^brs. On 
the last, he submittea'jthaf tlie'slappeal 
was a. technical one" only, and he 
quoted cases to show that it was tho 
custom of courts to abide by the pro- 
fessional verdicts of their assessors, 
although there was and could be no 
law . laid down Hcbmpelling them so to 
do. Ho urged,' However, that except In 
extraordinary cases, such as In in- 
stances of corruption or palpat)le In- 
competence, of which there was no 
suggestion here, tlioir lordships would 
not differ from the expert advi.icrs m 
the court below on sclentilic matters. 

On tho tacts the court would hold 
that tho burden of proof lay upon the 
appellants more so when tlie whole 
question was one of credibility of wit- 
nesses. Xlere, counsel contended, the 
case rested on ono central fact. "Did 
tho Chehalis change her course .'" He 
said that his learned friend, Mr. Mar- 
tin, had lermod tho principal witnesses 
of tho defense, liars, and asked the 
court to hold them all either ignorant, 
incompetent or perjured. Mr. Davis 
cited tho trial judge's opinion of the 
witnesses and quoted cases under 
whicli ho urged that the opinion of the 
trial judge in such a case was to all 
Intents and purposes conclusive. , . . 

Ho said that his own side had offorr 
ed expert witnesses, who were refused 
on objection by the defense, > who held 
that the practice .of the ; < admiralty 
court shquld he followed. - Tlio result 
was -that ithe oplnioha of the asocssorg 
must- be -Ijlld to take the place of ex- 
pert-- to8ti&ony •fiW'hlch,. . i When unanl-" 
mous; wa* not 'to be disregarded. The 
plaintiff'sllstrongest^.point ,■ was : that 
tho Prlncesa Victoria had created the 
jeopardy by. being where she was un- 
der tho circumstances which existed. 
This was a question of, Hoamanshlp, 
and the. assessors had held that Capt. 
Griffln was porfectlyovjustifled in all 
that he did, which' should be conclu- 
sive... ■ 

If the Chehalls did change her 
course, it was due either to the tide or 
to a voluntary or Involuntary move- 
ment of the helm. If tho first, Capt. 
Howse was, on his own evidence, 
grossly negligent, and ho was also 
responsiblo for either of the two other 
alternatives. 

Replying, Joseph Martin, K. C, ar- 
gued that Capt. Grlflln's log did not 
contain any statement that the Che- 
halls had changed her course, the sug- 
gfcstlon being an afterthought when 
the trial came on. lie also cited cases 
where judges had disregarded the 
lindings of their assessors, and said 
that tho, rule was that the judge must 
decide 'according to his own opinion 
after considering that of his profes- 
sional advisers. After answering a 
rmmber of other points raised by 
counsel for the defense, tho case 
closed. 

Hunting vs. M'eAdam, an appeal 
from a judgment of the chief Justice, 
will be heard today.

A delegation appointed at the re- 
cent meeting of those interested in tho 
g.-imo laws of the province, has Inter- 
viewed the provincial government 
with regard to the roconimendations 
which they ask bo adopted by tho 
government. 

They ask that the open season for 
all game be considerably shortened: 
that for all game, the open season 
shall not commence until October 1. 
They ask that pigeons be placed l;i 
tlio same category as other game, with 
a close season. 

A suggestion was also made that 
tho government place a game reserve 
. upon selected tracts of lands on Van- 
couver island ilori the purposes of a 
game reserve. ',' ^ - 

In vlew.bf tJievrevebuo which might 
be derived from >th6' game of the prov- 
ince, and in -tlie light of the recom- 
mendation Contalrtfed in the annual re- 
port . of thifi' provincial^ game warden, 
they aSk that additional game warden 
be appbihtod upon the islands in the 
Gulf of -Georgia , and that a fast pa- 
trol launch be provided for the gulf 
shores. 

The question of a gun license was 
not pressed by the delegation in view 
of the opposition with which It has 
boon met from various quarters, Tho 
delegation expressed their opinion, 
however, that it would bo a step in 
the rlglrt direction. 

Premier McBrldo promised the mat- 
ter every consideration. The matter 
la almost entirely a departmental one 
and no additional legislation for the 
change in tho open season at any rate, 
is necessary. The latter falls under 
the direction of tho chief commission- 
er of lands and works and It is prob- 
able that Bomo such action as that 
BuggoBted will be taken. Tho delega- 
tion consisted of A. E. Todd, J. Mar- 
grave, Otto Woiier and R. A. Pooloy.

HERE AND THERE 



The Hon. Richard liarcourt, former 
minister of education for Ontario In 
a recent .speech, urged upon the On- 
tario government the neces.iity of 
technical education. He wanted the 
children of the country to have an 
opportunity of learning trades In their 
youth. He pointed to the fact that 
every facility w.is afforded tlie young 
men and wouien, who wished to study 
for the profossiniiK and contended that 
the state siioukl do as much for the 
arlisen. 

Tlu! .speaker pointed to the indus- 
trial supremacy of the State pf Mas- 
sachusetts and Indicated -tiiat it was 
in part owing to . tlie. iritrbduction of 
technical cdueationi . Tljis , school life 
of Switzerland was, Mr. .Harcpurt said, 
related to every trade in the country 
and the ^wlss In certain-lines of in- 
dustry knew no superiors. The Ger- 
mans too bv/ed their high place in the 
industrial' world to their technical 
schools. 

This movement for tho establish- 
ment .of schools where boys and girls 
shall be instructed in mechanical arts 
before they enter upon their life's 
work is spreading on this continent. 
In Caiuula for many years to come, 
agriculture will he the chief Industry 
of the c<iuntry and the movement set 
on foot by Sir AVilllam JlcDonald to 
give specific Instructions in all that 
relates to tlie farm will without doubt, 
bear good fruit, indeed its results are 
already being felt.. 

Whether the time has arrived when 
In the cities t(.>chnical education 
should be established is a question 
that requires serious consideration. 
There can be no doubt that Canada is 
destined to be a great manufacturing 
as well ;is agricultural nation. Jiduc.-i- 
tionalists are not liowover agreed that 
the time ba.s arrived .when boys and 
girls, after completing their common 
school course, sliouid reiceive. specific 
training in the arts of trades, by vvhicii 
they intend to earn their living. 

Wliat a bare and dreary world this 
would be If there were no flowers. 
Yet wo can understand that we might 
have had food and clothing, indeed, 
every necessity of life, physically, 
without the fralj blossoms that fili tho 
world with 'ibesiuty.' and'y peffurfte. In 
how many unexp'ected places we find 
tlioni! They surprise the, mountain^ 
climber as he nears the edge of the 
glacier, and they cheer the heart of 
the traveler in the sultry desert. By 
the dusty wayside as in tho depth of 
the forest the flowers spring up about 
our feet and gladden us with their 
presence. There are none who are in- 
sensible to their charm. The prattling 
infant and llie ^ray-haired man alike 
delight to behold the lilies of the field. 

Is not courtesy the i;ounterpart in 
the social world of the grace, the 
beauty ami the fragrance of the flow- 
ers? It is not the meat and drink of 
life. Strength and bravery and even 
love itself may exist without courtesy. 
Yet how much " hardef'- . and wearier 
would tho world be 'without " it. True 
courtesy seems to be much the child 
of nature as the lily or the violet. We 
see it in the untaught child and the 
unc^ultured laborer as often as in the 
iMjltured lady or the educated nian of 
the world, it is the Innate gentleness 
which always seeks to give pleasure 
or rather which gives pleasure without 
effort. What an atmosphere of han- 
piness surrounds tlie courteous ijcrson. 
As lie goes through life he scatters 
smiles and culls fortli a ' response 
from even the saddest hearts. 
Tlic little acts of kindness and 
the ..;mall observance.! which do 
so much to smooth life's pathway 
are never forgotten. Such courtesy 
cannot be taught, thought it may be 
inherited. 

There are, it must be granted, cour- 
teous jicople who lack the great virtue 
of trutliCulness. They are not strong 
enough to give pain even when pain 
is necessary and wholesome. But these 
cases are rare, just as among flowers 
poisonous blossoms are. seldom found. 
It is oftener the case that courtesy 
springs from a loving spirit and can, 
when occasion arises, oppo.se without 
arousing resentment and heal without 
pain. 

But If, in this sense, courtesy Is rare, 
wo may all acquire what to most peo- 
ple must be its substitute — good man- 
ners. It Is probable that among those 
wlio first listened to the In.lunction, 
•-Whatsoevin- \-e would thai, meu 
shfiuld do unto you. do ye 
(•\'en sf i to I hem," Ibci-e were 
some who wer<! alreaily jjos- 
sesscd of tlic .spirit that ii.nlmated 
the Master, hut to most a, lifetime of 
training scarcely served to make theiu 
yield to it an Imperfect obedience. 
Most men and women must, if they 
would acciuire tlie ai-t of jileasing, take 
much time and great jialns, but no one 
need despair whose heart is filled with 
genuine good Will toward mankind, It' 
is only the selfish and the cruel who 
are habitually rude. 

• ♦ * 

Children wei'e never the subjects of 
as much thought and care In .ill the 
communities of tho world as they are 
In these days. The state Is fully allvo 
to its responsibility for the sal'oty and 
tho wcdl being of the rising generation. 
Everywhere laws are being made for 
the ijrotectlon of the clilldren. It 
should never, liovvovcr, be forgotten 
for a moment that no amount of public 
care can be a substitute for the natur- 
al love and protection of the home. It 
would be a thousand times Ijetter that 
tho state should leave the children 
wholly to the pareijt^.tlian. that these 
natural ^uardidnSiCslioulo;, surrender 
their rights to, tho State. However, In 
oiir presciit-ec9n6rny,;thei:e': is'.rbbm for 
the most active exertloh' pf the; Influ- 
ence of botli the home and the state. 
Tho question of juvenile courts has oc- 
cupied considerable nttentlon among 
the women of this clt.v, and wo copy 
from tho Montreal Star tho following 
short, b\it suggestive, article, which Is 
upon the Juvenile courts In Britain: 

"The juvenile court movement is 
now Incnrjioratcd In a bill before the 
Tiritlsh parliament. Tho bill lays down 
.succinctly the excellent principle that 
children should never be imprisoned 
under any circumstances. *Iii two 
words, a child does not cease to bo, a 




child whenv it ;Conimits a crime. In 
the fanill.v,' we go always upon this 
theory. Wo never thinlt of Imposing 
upon children the responsibilities of 
adults under any circumstances. And 
tile state might well take Itn 'cue' In 
this family matter from tlie family. 

"We cannot afford In Canada to lag 
behind Britain and the United States 
In this matter of children's courts. Yet 
In both countries such courts already 
exist. Wlien the child breaks a law, 
there ought to be special machinery 
for its treatment all the way from Its 
arrest to its final liberation— cured, lot 
us hope, of ai;iy.. f urtherv criminal; pror. 
perisity. "Wef'.slio'*'^ ftt'ey&fei^r./^m 
nient send it -'to j'sfehepl 'to .Itsx elders in 
orlhie. W'e- shdiild 'libt bmnd It pub- 
licly as a; criminal.' We, 'should never 
minister to the taste Of all children 
for consplcuousness by giving it the 
distinction of having stood in n pris- 
oner's dock by reason of its during in 
defying the police and the. law.. Crime 
for a clilld .should lead straigllt-.to se- 
clusion, kind treatment ahd'"tHS''incul- 
cation of sound ideas.

FOR EASTER_FESTIVITiES 

There Is nothing that requires so 
much reflectl<m as a i)ai-ty frocli for a 
girl of 15 years. It 1.^ the time when 
she Is just emerging from childhood 
and the plain white batiste dresses 
are no longer Quite drossy enough, and 
yet silken fabrics are still for lier 
older sisters. China 'sllk is appro- 
priate, it Is trye, but Is such perish- 
able; material, ' ahid it really has not 
a vesryi dressy i'^ppeara'nce,' for some 
reason. \ 

Just noiv anxious mothers must be- 
gin to plan dresses for Saster festivi- 
ties, and' at the. same time most of 
them want to make a fortunate choice 
of material, so that tho "party frock" 
for her holidays will be a "best frock" 
for the rest of the summer. 

There are several materials to 
cliooso from, but as hand embroidery 
is so much tlie rage It cannot be alto- 
gether overlooked, so scrim, or woolen 
canvas, odd as it sounds. Is a very 
good choice. It is a material that 
wears well and Is soft enough to cling 
to the figure, and at the same time it 
may be embroidered with drawnwork, 
for the threads are easily pulled. It 
Is, too, a very pleasant material to 
.?ew on, anil there is no right or wrong 
side to be taken into consideration. 

A good model for a girl of this age 
Is a combination of the empire biick, 
tho panel front .■ind mikado sleeves. 
The latter are cut in one jiiece with 
tlie waist, but split on top of the arm 
to the .sjioulder to add tlie necessary 
fulness so that the sleeve does not 
bind the arm. Tlie undersleeves may 
be a series of ruffles made of fine 
batiste e(Ued with Valenciennes lace, 
and the gulmpe may be made to 
matcli. 

The drawnwork should toe done 
around the sleeves and on each side 
of the slit, around the yoke, down the 
box pleat whlqh runs from yoke to 
hem of .dress and, it desired, around 
the hem. It may be done in the form 
of liemstitohlng or wWe,' dpuijle hem- 
stitching. The bade of the dress is 
better finished In two box pleats or 
one double box pleat; and the bolt of 
pompadour ribbon/should extend from 
the outer fold of this to the outer fold 
of the front pleat, tielng tacked slight- 
ly higher than the waistline In the 
back. Thus front and back will retain 
the stralglit, unbroken line, while on 
the sides the ligurc will be outlined. 

To make the dress will reiiulre a 
little handwork, but the materials used 
are very Inexpensive, and the dres.^ is 
practically untrlmmed, so the result is 
sure to bo cconomica:!, even if made 
at the dressrhaker's.

That th&~,pep8tantly increasing con- 
sumjitfon^offnufs' throughout the Unit- 
ed States 'argues well for a better ap- 
preciation of their food value is the 
argument of M. E. Jaffa, assistant 
professor of nutrition In the Univer- 
sity of California. 

While a very concentrated food, nuts 
he says, when rationally used, are well 
assimilated and may forni part of a 
well-balanced ration. However, vege- 
tarians and others who use nuts in 
place of meat .should not depend up- 
on them as tho main food supply, but 
should supplement thorn with more 
bulky foods with a low content of pro- 
tein and fat. 

As a wliole. Prof. Jaffa thinks nuts 
may be classed among the staple foodij 
and not simply as food accessories. 
Further, nut butters and similar foods 
give a pleasant variety to the diet, and 
they are relished b.v many who would 
not care for the unprepared nuts. 

The edible portion of nuts. Profes- 
sor Jaffa st.',i,tos, with few exceptions, 
is very concentrated food, containing 
little water and much fat; .. 

In general, nuts are also rich In 
lirotoin. Some rank high In this ntitrl- 
ment, among tliem the pignolia, a va- 
riety of jiine nut imported from Spain, 
with 33.1) per cent; tho peanut, with 
:j9.8 per cent.^and the butternut, with 
27.9 per ceiit protelin. In this respect 
these nuts exceed liioat ordinary ani- 
mal or vegetable food^; 

The almbridj' with. 21.4 per cent- and 
the beechiiut, with ;21,8 per cent, stand 
high among tlie nutritive nuts The 
Brazil nut contains 17.4. per cent of 
protein, tho filbert 16.5 per cent, the 
walnut 18.2 per cent, the hlolcory nut 
15.4 per cent, while the dried chestnut 
has but 10.7 per cent. 

As protein is the nltrogeneous mate- 
rial in an animal or -Nfegetable sub- 
stance. Its presence in Wod 'stuffs is 
important. 

When one looks for fat lie finds that 
the richest in tliis composition is the 
pecan, with 70.7 per cent. Seven oth- 
er varieties, however, contain over 60 
per cent. They are the l!ra;;ll nut, wal- 
nut, hickory nut, ljutternut, candlenut, 
filbert and iiinenut. 

Between 50 . and (10 per cent of fat 
may be found in the almond, cocoanut 
.and pistachio, while the heeclinut and 
peanut contain 50 per cent. 

Con.siderable difference of composi- 
tion is foiiiul In comparing an oily nut 
like tlie walnut, with a starchy nut, 
-,iuch as tlu! chestnut. 

The walnut, for Instance, contains 
60.7 per cent of fat, while the dry 
chestnut has only 7.S per cent, the 
chestnut has 70.1 per cent of sugar, 
starch, etc.. while the walnut has 13.7 
per cent, 'i'iiey are not bo far aimrt In 
protein, tlu: walnut having IS. 2 per 
cent and the chestnut 10.7. 

fjeavlng these and dried hoans out 
of the (luestion, no foodstuffs, perhaps, 
has the rejuitatlon for indigestlblllty 
that has been fastened upon nuts. 

Professiu- Jaffa, however, comes to 
tho rescue of the nut's fair namei,.-' ' 

He declares , that dlsobmfbrt from 
them is largely i^lue t6;:*::;lhsufficlent 
mastication, and also' to-:-the::fact that 
nuts are of tph- eaten wlien not needed, 
as after a' hedrty; meal or late at night. 

Stlllf he aolcndwledges that nut pro- 
tein, tasorcliriarlly, eaten is not so com- 
pletely digostdd as meat protein. Ono 
reason for this, no doubt,-; Is, tho cou- 
contratlbn of nuts, with but 3 to n per 
cent water, as , cbmpai^ed-.wlth meats, 
containing from 50 to 70 'per cent wa- 
ter. ■ " -'■ ' " 

"If careful corislderatioh .wore given 
thU miittev," the profossbr states, ''and 
it attention were paid to the proper 
use of nuts aridi tbelf correct places In 
the diet, tliereiiwotlld^bd -less unfavor- 
able comment oh 'tltblf' dlEfestlbllity. 
Bulkiness Aids Digestion. 

"It must not be forgotten that a 
certain bulkltiess oi; diet is conducive 



to its normal assimilation and that too 
concentrated nutriment is oftel tlio 
cause of digestive disturbances. . - 

"It might be expected then, that nuts 
could be most advantageously used In 
connection with more bulky food, sucili 
as fruits, vegetables, breads arid 
crackers. They should constitute an 
Integral part of the menu rather than 
supplement an already aliundant meal. 

"Since nuts are so concentrated eat- 
ing a considerable quantity out . of 
hand at odd times wHl mean an over- 
supply of food .if a corresponding re- 
duction, is/jip.t' made, lu, other foods.' , 

''ThB',dlstit^ss.;,'iB3^erleh6'ed iwhen nuts - 
are eaten ils "undoubtedly often due tb 
improper mastication or to overln^lul- 
gence. Investigations made at thtf'-' 
California station Indicate clearly thatv- 
considerable quantities of . nuts proper- 
ly eaten do not (^luse distress. , ' 

"There Is a' popular belief that • a : 
little salt with, nuts prevents the dl-;-'' 
gestlve disturbance resulting^^ from ,■ 
eating them. To most persons salt un- 
doubtedly adds to the palatablllty of 
the nuts, but no investigations have 
been found on record which demon- 
strates and actual improvement in the 
digestibility of nuts due to salt. 

"Nuts may be used readily as staple 
articles of diet — as ai},;;ingrredient , in 
salads and soups, as .avjstufflng for 
pountry, in the making of ^desserts and 
in many other ways. 

"Wild turkey stuffed, with pecan 
nuts is a dish popular with old "V^r- 
giula cooks, just as goose stuffed -with 
chestnuts is prized in Germany. 

"In general, the nuts rich in protein 
and fat should be used In combination 
with carboliydrate foods, as bread, 
fruit and green vegetables, while such 
nuts as tho cliestnut, which do not 
contain much protein or i'at, but aro 
rich in carbohydrates, may be combin- 
ed properly with meats, mllli, eggs and 
other foods containing protein and 
fat." 

That more nuts are not used is duo 
partly to the higli ijrice of many v,a- 
rictlos, cspeciall.v when shelled, and 
to tho difficulty of cracking some va- 
rieties, like pecans, lilack walnuts and . 
hickory nuts, at home and extracting 
the kernels. The consumption of pear 
nuts and English walnuts Is. JncreaBlng,;:: 
faster than that of most otherf,'l?lna8H.-.i 
foi this loason. ' 

Within.recent. years tho .uso of: nut 
buttors-Iias increased- toia remarkable 
extent. 'With '"the - addition of , sugar, 
pastes for oandybmaklng.are; prepared 
from nuts:,; by "'.confectioners. Nut 
flours and meals are used! consider- 
ably In some sections Of the country. 

Almond meal has been" on, the mar- 
ket for a long time. Chestnut flour is: , 
used extensively in Italy for niakii»^f: 
a -sort of. bread or cake. Tho American- ; 
Indians use the acorn us a stu.ple food. 
Coffee made from peanuts and acorns 
is In common use In some: sections.

Philadelphia, February 18.— Mail ad- 
vices from London say that Jim Dris- 
coll, tho recognized champion feather- 
weight of tho British Islei, is in a dil- 
emma. Ho was visited at his home in 
Cardiff by an emissary frorn the Na- 
tional Sporting Club of Philadelphia, 
so says the current mail, wltli .seduc- 
tive overtures to vlilt tlie United 
States. 

Tho representative cf the Quaker 
City club olTercd Driscoll threo 
matches, with a guarantee ' of $2,500, 
and even went so far as to agree to 
take tho English lighter back to 
America with him. Now here is Dris- 
coH's dilemma. He had already prom- 
ised the National Sporting Club of 
London to meet the best man Betting- 
son, tho club manager, could secure to 
fight for the feather-weight champion- 
ship of Great Britain. Spike Robson; 
since hl.s return to the old country, 
has been quite gallus. 

Pits In-and-out 'success in this, city 
inflated his cranium. He claims to 
have driven Summer.? out of England 
and was just getting ready to place 
the same stigma on Dri.scoU. The lat- 
ter anticipated the act and asked tho 
London club to secure Robson as Ills 
op])onont. Now the sports say that 
Robson is in for a beating next month. 

This turn of affairs was not expected 
by the Philadelphia representative, as 
ho had planned to bring Roboon and 
Driscoll back to this country. We 
know nothing of Driscoll in this couti- 
tr.v excepting ills record. He beat Jim 
Bowker twice and drove Owen Moran 
out of tho country, and from what is 
Itnowi-i of Bowker, and what we have 
seen of Moran, that Is a pretty good 
recommendation. The sports of this 
country have little time for a defeated 
pugilist — John L. Sullivan being tho 
one great exception. 

If Robson goes under next month in 
his bout with Driscoll, the Cardiff man 
will bo the magnet. Now, here is 
wh(;rfi DrlscoU's peace of mind has 
boon further disturbed. His brother- 
in-law, G. WiltHhire, of Aintree, Liver- 
pool, was in this city during tho holi- 
days buying horsQ-3 .to race in Austria. 
"Wiltshire had a commission from 
Driscoll to pave the way for an Amer 
lean trip. Wiltshire, got In right while 
he was here and made preliminary ar- 
rangements for his brother-in-law to 
vidit the States. 

AVlltahli'e wn.s very particular to im 
press on the Philadelphia clubmen that 
Driscoll was a distinct typo of the 
English boxer. "He is realiv a pocket 
edition of Charley Mitchell,' said the 
Ijlverpool light harness relnsmaij, "and 
his equal 'with the gloves does -not ex- 
ist In all Europe.

Captain of the Norwegian ' Steahier 
Tungus Had Interesting Career 
During Recent War 

Capt. O. Ij. Halvorscn lias resigned 
command,, of lthe^,.Norweglan steamc^r 
Tungu&;-iw.hlch^isiloMtnff^'fQr: the Ori- 
ent. -His place hal's been taken by the 
mate. Captain Halvorsen will go home 
in her as a passenger, says a Portland 
dispatch. 

^ The Tjingus and Captain Halvorsen 
^attained- 'considerable notoriety during 
the Rtiiilsian-Japanesc war. The Tun- 
gus was one of the most, noted block- 
ade runners operating on the Siberian 
coast. The Japanese navy department 
liopt a list of vessels which were giv- 
ing trouble and the Tungus Iieaded 
the list. It finally reached a point 
where the Japanese were compelled to 
cliarter the Norwegian in order to pre- 
vent her from entering the Russian 
ports. 

She was the only vessel which 
. 'reached Vladovostok at the time of the 
! battle of Shantung promontory, Au- 
gust, 1904. At the' same tlmie the Rus- 
sian fleet tried to e£feot ' an ''entrance 
to the harbor at Port 'Arthur, 'but was 
nearly, destroyed by the Japanese.'7::vf 

Tho Tungus reached the Btraltsi-lbf 
I^a Perousc at tho same tlmb'?''n8rtHe 
, .Russian cruiser Novlg. The' man-of- 
wnr set a course for tlie town ot.Kor- 
sakofsk (Snghalin), but encountered 



two Japanese cruisers. In the mean- 
time the Tungus sought, and .Jound 
shelter in a small cove on the eastor,ri 
shore of Saghalln. While the en- 
gineers were cleaning the fires and 
fixing up the engines for a bard' ruiif, 
the . mates and .sailors busied them- 
selves in painting the -steamer front 
the .top' of the foremast;;>to'. ,the,^rudder 
post. .She was palnte4>:;thej^affie 
ish color as the Japanese war vessels. 
During, the, transformation scene Cap- 
tain ^Hal-vbrsen enjoyed liimself fishing 
for salmon; ' When night fell the chief 
engineer was called to th.e. bridge and 
was asked: "Are. you ready?" 

"Tes, sir," he replied, "everything is 
ready in tho engineroom." 

"Well," responded Halvorsen, "when 
I signal for you to force that coffee 
mill of yours, just drive her for your 
life.

With all lights covered. Captain Hal- 
vorsen sot his course direct for the 
Japanese forts, intending to run their 
line of patrol ships and torepdo boat.s.

MARIN E DE CISION 

Jud^e Hanford in Seattle Court Rules 
That Unsigned Seamen Get 
Highest Pay 

Federal Judge Hanford yesterday 
handed down a dceislonjin tlie.case of 
Andrew Thompson ' alg^lnst the 
schooner Oakland, in which ' he rules 
that a sailor who serves on a ship, 
without signing shipping articles can 
draw the highest i-ate of pay for the 
time of his services, can quit the ship 
at any time, and that the captain has 
a right to discharge liim at any time. 

The'- decision is, says the Seattle 
Post-Intelligeiicer, an important one 
to mai'iners and will do.ubtless iiave 
the effect of causing all masters 'to 
cbmpel all seamen to sign articles. As 
it works equally well against the 
sailor as the master, sailors will al- 
so see that papers arc signed. 
■ Andrew Thompson, tli libelant ' in 
this" case, hired as first mate "of the 
schooner Oakland at l^omo, and work- 
ed for several months in northern 
waters. His discliarge was made out 
at Mome, but he came south w-ith tho 
ship to Seattle, and then entert^d a 
claim against the boat for wages in 
full from the beginning of service un- 
til tile boat reached Seattle. He 
claimed tliat ho had an oral agree- 
ment with tho pur.ser to act as first 
mate on the trip down. Judge Han- 
ford's decision on this point follows;

MORE DISCUSSION 
OF INSURANCE BILL 



1r, Macdonald Offers Objec- 
tions— Vancouver Board of 
Trade's Views ' 



Ottawa, Feb. 18.— J.: K. ..Macdonald, 
president of the life officers' associa- 
tion, and general manager of the Con- 
federation Life, resumed discussion of 
the- provisions of the government bill, 
and again repeated that the failing off 
ll.i.-;iife insurance business in the state 
of 'New York was more largely due to 
restrictions by tho New York lUate 
legislature on tho cost of new busi- 
ness tlian from exposures made be- 
fore the Armstrong committee of in- 
vestigation. 

In I'JOti, the year after those, ex- 
posures, the business of lite insurance 
In New York state dropped from 
^UtiG.SOO, OOU to $nG7, 700,000. But in 
1907, long after the shock of tlio in- 
vestlgatimi had died Aiway, the Insur- 
ance business was only $455,700,000, 
and Mr. Macdonald could find no ex- 
planation for this;,condltlon.;Oi,its.lde,of 
the restrictions of.Pthef.^i^CiTOSt 
Mr. Macdonald insisted that tho an- 
nual dlstrlbuti6n:::tj'fOTlts to: insurance 
policy holdersi:.;iwr'ould be a very diffi- 
cult thing to'niarialgo.; 'In reply to Mr. 
Fielding, he said it could be done, but 
would be attended with great ditti- 
culty and danger to companies. 

Continuing, Mr. Macdonald said no 
in.surance company under existing 
conditions had anything to gain from 
the lapsatton of policies. Companies 
did' not wish to lost; a single policy 
hblder, because It cost money to get 
someone else in ills place, 

Mr. Schell, M. P. foi- Glengarry, 
cited cases wliere policy holders were 
harshly treated b.y companies, but Mr. 
Macdonald insisted that companies 
are reasonable in the consideration of 
policy liolders' interests. 

When tho commons banking and 
commerce committee resumed consid- 
eration of the government Insurance 
bill today, E. G. Macpherson, M. P. 
for ^Vancouver, presented a resolution 
of tile Vancouver board of trade en- 
dorsing the recommendation of the 
Canadian ISIanufacturers' association, 
but opposing section 71, providing 
that all provincial „,f Ire . ., companies 
must obtain Dominlon;',.llii;e'ni3es. Mr. 
Macpherson also: read;..a';«^ of 
messages from . th# Pacific province 
asking that' ftHe; clause forbidding the 
practice of ■;rebatlng , be extended so 
as to apply t9i'flreVas ;well- a,s. life busl- 

SKiiWRECKED SAILORS 

TE LL OF HARDSHIPS 

Chief Officer Zube of Wrect<ed Collier 
Emily Reed Tells of Trip in 
Lifeboat 




First Mate Zube, who* was in^charge 
of. the boat, from - the i.c-wrecked. slup 
Emily Reed, which ^ arrived at Noah 
Bayafter'a terrible" trip up "-the coast 
with two wornrout' .seamen ."- and the 
body of the, cook, who' .succumbed to 
prevatlons, told the, -following story of 
the experiences . ofvthe: U^tle company 
to an Interviewer at .Neah bay.:, 

Amost the Instant the Reed struck 
the beach she began to break up, As 
she struck the spars went out of her 
and in twenty minutes she had broken 
up. We had scarcely a minute's warn- 
ing of breakers before the shoclt came. 
I was forward calling all hands on 
deck when she struck. The crash 
broke her keel and the bow end of the 
wreck began to list dangerously. In 
a twinkling one of the life boats was 
smashed by a liig wave and the decks 
were so deep In the boiling water that 
there was no cliance to^^et aft, where 
Capt. Ker.<ol and his wile, willi some 
of the other members of tlie crew, were 
stationed. 

"We had to act quickly. Abildstedt, 
Jahunke and tho cook came tumbling 
out of the forecastle with scarcel.v any 
clothes on their backs. The cook join- 
ed us in a minute and we jumped Into 
the remaining lifeboat and cut at the 
lashings. Before we hatl completed the 
job a big sea broke over the v.'i'ecU and 
i.'arried us clear. A second sea carried 
awa\- a part of the galley deck roof 
ami it struck us. It was hard work 
clearing the boat of the wreckage. 

".\ strong current swept us to the 
stern of the wreck, where we could sec 
Capt. Iversel and the rest of the ship's 
coiniian.\- clinging to the roof of the 
after house. We yelled to them to 
tlirow us a line as we wont under the 
stern. Some one threw a rope, but it 
fell short and our boat bowled on out 
of reach. God knows what lia.s become' 
of them, for there was but one small 
boat — not a lifeboat — on the after 
house. 

"My arm was brolsen when tho 
wreckage from the galley dropped onto 
us, and there was only one good oar, 
as the other iiwd been liroken ;uid the 
,«paro oars washed away. We did our 
best to get back to tin; wreck but the 
sot of the undertow carried us away. 
iBeliovIng all hands were lo.«t but our- 
selves, we got up sail and stood out to 
sea. 

"We tried to head for Tillamook light 
but we liati no eoniiiass to steer by. 
I set the course for where I tliought the 
light ought to be, but when inorning 
broke 1 found we were standing far out 
to sea. As I Icnew tiie coast to be a 
desolate one I thought it best to keep 
the boat well out, hoping to fall into 
tho path of steamships. With this 
hope. I set the course nortliward along 
the euasi, 

"'l''lie metal boat had been punctured 
in sovi'i-al plaees by the wreckage that 
fell on us and the water came in fast. 
T/iero was nothing to bail witli so we 
tried to cut oft part of one of tlio air- 
tight compartments from the side of 
our boat with our knives. It w'as 
tedious work sawing at tho toiigli 
metal and we had worn out all tho 
blades before -virei, could wrench a half 
of it off. ThiS'bdx ■w^ used as a bailer, 
sinking It into the ,wi5it9r_.and>mptylng 
It over the slde.'-.v,lt 'tpok^'atio an 
hour to get therboat empty, ^^^^^ an- 
other ;hpur^we:'vyirpul^ to do It all 
over agai'Hk ' 

' "Theisetiohd hight.out, that would be 
Saturday night; we saw lights, bCit )t 
was too dark to venture in. Thei-e was 
neither food nor water and we, suffered 
terribly from thirst during Saturday. 
Toward evening the cook declared he 
could stand it no longer and took a 
drink of sea water. He soon became 
delirious and lay down In the pool of 
water In the bottom of the boat. 

"At about 2 o'clock Sunday morning 
we saw a big steamer. She stopped 
near us and we all-believed we would 
be saved. One of the men shook the 
cook awake, and, pointing to the boat, 
asked him If he didn't want to be 
saved. He got to his feet and seemed 
perfectly rational as he watchail - the 
steamer. , . . 



. . '^Jiist tlien t^^e-.J^«»8el. got^ under ..way. 
again and left us. The cook gave up the 
nght,%,, He vlaysdownv-ln the water and 
In ^•a^^:few:l minutos^wef'f.foXind . that his 
bodyCwas cold; his heart had stopped 
beating.' ' 

"About. 7 o'clock Sunday morning we 
made iout - TatOosh island. - lihe - wind 
was heading' us off the ; Island and we 
drifted across ttl* stralts ctowardnGar-, 
manali point. We were all' too tired to 
,manage--.the -'boat very \Vell but during 
the;' afternoon': :I>;got her headed back 
toward Neah bay;' .' 

"Sunday seemed tho vvorst day we 
wore out. We kept seemg all sorts of 
vessels passing back' and -forth but 
none of them would answer our halls. 
Wo were generally too far off to be 
made out plainly, I guess.'" 

Tlio three survivors were in a pitiful 
condition. Tlieir tongues were so 
swollen from thirst that they could 
scarcely articulate, and were carried to 
the sloop's deck by the Tecka's crew. 

The castaways begged pitcously for 
water, and were taken ashore. Dr. 
Woods, the government physician rfif 
the Indian reservation, was called, and 
the men were at once put to bed. So 
swolen were their limbs from exposure 
that it was necessary to cut the'rubber 
sea boots from their legs. 

UNITED STATES SHIPPING, 
HAS SM ALL PE RCENTAGE 

Carries But. ; Seven i Per Cent of the' 
-Country's Trade— Subsidies 
Are Nought 



Seven per cent only of the foreign 
trade of the United States is done by 
.?hll)ping flying the .country's flag. 
Congressman Huiuphreys, wl;i :i is agi- 
tating for ship-subsidy bill, said; The 
foreign trade of this country for the 
year 1907 will bo more than $3,000,- 
000,000, the largest ever done by any 
nation in the history of the race. The 
balance in our favor will be ii-ioro 
than $GOO,000,000, a sum never before 
approached on tho balance sheet of 
nations. Of this vast commerce, tlie 
greatest the world has ever known, 
only about 7 per cent was carried in 
American ships. Our -flag is disappear- 
ing from the sea. It has become but 
a memory In most of.v the; ports of the 
world. A half mlUlotilfdSilars, per day 
is paid to f6relgii"8hlpis'lt>y this nation 
for,. carrylrij^-jOut'-'comriierce;' 90 : per 
cent *b1t 'this.' greiCt' suni is^ paid to for- 
elgh. .labor; foirJt>vork,tha^^ .could be 
done by. A^merlcan labor. Today, with 
all ■ ouip:;, VastAjj?^y thj^ have 108,000 
less ' t'oh's of 'shrpplng' etigaged in our 
oversea trade than we had ninety- 
five years ago, in the early infancy of 
tho republic. In only one port in all 
tlie United States Is there a great 
tonnage of our foreign trade carried 
in American vessels than In foreign 
vessels, and that port, Is tho port. of 
Puget Sound. 

Congressman Humphreys expects 
that if a bill, now pending, to increase 
the payment of second-class mail 
steamers passes there will bo some 
fiew lines on -the Pacific, where tho 
bulk of the United States mail Is now 
carried by British steamers. Ho said: 
It will give on the Pacific one line of 
four vessels from this country to 
South America; one line from San 
Francisco to Australia; two lines from 
the Pacific Coast — one from Seattle 
and one from San Francisco to the Or- 
ient ' and the Phillipines. -Ml these 
lines would have to .havoi'slx . vessels 
each, and all these vessels'.i'wbiild be 
new except pOssibly'tfouKf^'rhls' would 
mean that-vve- couia'Be^d>buPi'riialls to 
our owni possiessttfn&'yn' burvbiSrn ,^'es- 
sels; that,-we will li$:*longer be under 
the disgraceful necessity " of sending 
out malls, odr dlpWrftatlc; correspon- 
dence, our ammuhitldh and even our 
soldiers to our own • possessions, un- 
der a foreign flag. It means that we 
will to a large extent retain the great 
and rapidly develpplng trade of tho 
Orient. It will prevent tbe complete 
disappearance of our flag on the Pa- 
cific. The passage of the pending bill 
would mean adding forty new, great, 
modern vessels to our merchant mar- 
ine. \ '. : ■iiU-illU^^.'lli-il^^. 

SPEED IS l\10W:BASIS : .- 
,C,:.,OF STEAME,f^;l?ATES 

In Only Few Cases is Luxury of Ap- 
pointments Made Consideration 
For Ocean 'Travel 



Speed has been maide the main basis 
for differontion in minimum rates for 
first-class passenger traffic on the var- 
ious vessels of tho companies con- 
cerned in tlie recent conference in 
London, though in a few cases luxury 
of appointment has been considered. 
Agents in New York si;emed w'ell sat- 
isfied with the results of the confer- 
ence, one of which is tliat tho Cunard 
company lia.s agreed to raise the mini- 
mum rate on the Ijusitanla and the 
Maurotiiiia from !>ll!>. which it was 
before the rate war liegaii, to $127.50. 

As sununed up by the representa- 
tives of tho steam.-^h ip comjianies, the 
conference aecompUslied several im- 
portant results. It restored rales 'to 
the old basis, revised differentials, 
decided upon a lixed minimum, .about 
$2.50 more tiian the old rate on the 
avei-age; abolished the 10 per cent, re- 
bate for return- lickeis and divided 
travel into an "on" and "off" season, 
le.'Lving out the "interni''ediates." While 
tlu minimum rates ;Will remain un- 
changed frpm.ojie, se?ison to the otl^er, 
choice of location will be less expen- 
sive iti the "qf£" season. • ,, 

The . $127.60:, . minimum .rate covers 
only the t^usltanla -and the.; Maure- 
tania. For the Kronprinzessih C'ecilie 
and -KalSer Wiltjelm II ol the North 
German ^Lloyd line 'It.is ?122i50, Next 
price Is $120 on thav'Kronprlnz Wil- 
helm and the Kaiser Wllholm dcr 
Grosso of the Bamo.i lino, and the 
Doutschland of tho,::.Hamburg- Amer- 
ican line. In tlie no^l lot,, at $112.50, 
are included the Kalaerln Augusie 
Victoria and tlie Amerlka of the Ham- 
burg-American lino and tho, Adriatic 
of tlie White Star line. The Provence 
of the i'Vench lino and the Oceanic of 
tho White Star line are ranked to- 
getlier at $107.50, and then como tho 
Campania and the l/ucania of the Cu- 
nard lino at $i01!,50. At the $97.50 
nilnimum one has a choice among the 
C'aronia and Carinania of the Cunard, 
tho Savolo and tiie Lorraine of the 
French, the ISaltIc, Cellle ami Cedric 
of the Whlto Star line, i.'rom that 
price tho rate scales down to $67.50, 
the rate charged on ilia Mesaba of the 
Atlantic Transport line. 

Did Not Cash Foraed Cheques. 

New York, Feb. 18 — The Lincoln 
National bank gave out a statement 
today, vigorously denying published 
statements that it had paid forged pay 
cheques of tho New York Central & 
Hudson- River Railroad company, 
amounting to $180,000. The banlc says 
it has received every assurance from 
the ofhclaKs of the railroad that every 
choque passing through the bank was 
a bona tide one.

Morris and Adjutant 
Wakefield, came here to tal<e part in 
the programme rendered last evening 
at tho barracks to raise funds Ih; aid 
of the army movement in this . City. 
,A programme of instrumental music 
,by the band, vocal selections and reci- 
■tatlbns wa.s rendered , as follows: 
Opening, song,; band selection; duet, 
Mrs. McGregor and WvDlckip 
lection by the strlng';band;Si'efcltatlon 
by ■ IVIlss Sanderson; ''duet, Mrs. Capt. 
Johnson and Cornet Wright; band se- 
lection; recitation, "A Friend"; duet, 
iMajor and iVIrs. Morris; club swlng- 
-ing, MIsa Egcles; selection. String 
band; cornet solo, Bandmaster Dicic- 
ens; concertina selection, J. Oliver. 

There was a large audience of mem- 
bers of tho local corps and friends and 
each number on the programme was 
heartily received and several encores 
insisted upon. 

Major Morris gave a short address, 
speaidng most hopefully of the work 
done by tlie Salvation Army in Vic- 
toria' and elsewhere. He stated that

Major Morris also paid a glow- 
ing tribute to Capt. and Mrs, Traviss 
and stated that the progress made by 
tho local corps had been remarkable. 
At the same time he predicted that 
the coming year would be one of the 
most prosperous in tho history of the 
local corps. 

Capt. and Mrs. Travi.is liave been in 
the city a little over a year, coming 
liere from Fernie, whore so successful 
was his mission that the entire town 
band was converted and now Is the 
hand of the Salvation Army corps. 
Capt. Traviss has tho reputation of 
being a hard working and conscien- 
tious officer, and he has-been ably sec- 
onded by ills wife.

Vancouver, , ..Feb. ,18.— Six months 
with hard labor was '. the sentence 
meted out to - an old man, who has 
resided in Vancouver for. years. Ho 
was charged with thefts and whenr bis 
name, was called, J. ,A. Russel, who 
appeared for him/ entered" a. plea of 
guilty. IHs client/ a man -riow well 
advanced In years, had been addicted 
to drink. It had resulted In his down 
fall, and he had taken a chest of .tools 
belonging to another. Thfese ho pawn 
ed and the money liad gone over the 
saloon bar.

Hon. Mr. MoBride.— Mr. Speaker, 



with regard to this' matter, I have care 
fully investigated, as far as I am per- 
sonally concerned, the whole question, 
in order to see just 'how far my hon. 
friend's bill proposed to go, and I have 
arrived at the conclusion, tliat the 
i adoption of legislation of this kind 
would merely have the result of invit- 
ing such interference , between em- 
ployer and employee, as would not 
lend any assistance whateyer to the 
;.business- conditions in this country. 
(Hear, hear). At the present time, 
sir, the employer has the right to hire 
and to dismiss the labor for which he 
liays, and why, sir, should this legis- 
lature infringe on this right by exact- 
ing any conditions as regards the em- 
ployer. And, sir. If we are going to 
initiate legislation of thi.s kind, I ques- 
tion and I question very much, wheth- 
er we shall not, in session after ses- 
sion. In the future be bcseiged with re- 
quests for legislation of a .similar 
character, and not only on tlir part of 
eniiiloyees. but also on the part of -em- 
ployers. (Hear, hear). Now, sir, there 
is no condition that I know of which 
warrants the adoption of this pollcj'. I 
have liad the privilege of discussing 
this question with my hon friend from 
Grand Forks, who is concerned over 
the local .situation, and particularly in 
reference to the Granby smelter, and 
it would appear at first sight reason- 
able to adopt rlie bill, in view of the 
situation which was created at Grand 
b'oi'ks by one of the lar.erst smlcters in 
tliis country, but we well l;rio\v that it 
l.s very Ijad principle to f?o on to liring 
down general legislation hoIoIj- willi the 
view of coverin.tr sj)ecial cases, (ffcar, 
liear). And I further tliink, sii', that in 
tills particular instance, it will be quite 
sale to go this far, tliat it we adopi 
this bill it will be a very easy matter 
indeed for the employer ol'.L'ibor to 
get outside its provisions, (lletir, hear)'. 
And to my mind, sir, it would be a 
very simple procedure for the em- 
ployer lo so arrange his contracts and 
his bargains with his employees as to 
cscaiie completely the conditions vvhich 
would be imposed by tlii,s Icg-islation. 
(Hear, hear). 

What Objections Are. 
Tlie objections to the bill of my 
honorable friend are these: In the 
first place, there is nothing In the situ- 
ation to warrant legislation of this 
kind; in the next place it Is an inter- 
ference between the employer and the 
employee, and an infringment on tlie 
rights of the employer; ivliile last, 
and by no niean.s least, it \vould not 
be clfective. (Hear, hear). 

1 think, however, that no one will 
question niy honoi'able friend's .sin- 
cerity. We are all well aware that lie 
represents in particular in tliis Injuse 
the labor interests, ;ind that on all 
occasions Wlieii any intercst.s are at 
stake affecting labor lie has, as far as 
It has been in hi.s power, promoted 
legislation' to that end; but I repeat, 
Mr. Speaker, that here Is a bill which 
In ■ the circumstances — because It 
would not be wise for us to pass It, 
and because it would not be good 
legislation, and further because It 
would not at all effect the purpose for 
which it is proposed — sliould not be 
adopted, in niy opinion, by tills par- 
liament. I intend, Mr. Speaker, speak- 
ing for myself, to oppose the bill.

Mr Hawthornthwaite: I do nob at 
all iigroe with the premier that there 
is no vvldespread necesaity ior , this 
lepislatlon. A^.m New Zealand trades 
unions ''afeil'enclbrsed by tlio govern- 
ment, aiid every provision Is made 
there to bring about the amicable set- 
tlement of tra^le disputes, and no 
harm has resulted. 

Mr. Macdonald sa!<? it was no doubt 
undesirable to place on the statute 
boolj measures which could not be 
enforced, or which could in some way 
be evaded, but at tlie same time the 
bill e-Nprcs,'3ed a principle. The time 
had long passed when trades unions 
were unlawful organizations, and he 
intended to vote for the bill. 

Pays Respects to Mr. Macdonald 

Mr. AVlUlams remarked that the 
member for Rossland evidently favor- 
ed the bll! as a mere expression of 
opinion on the part, of the legislature. 
13ut at the same time that hon. gen- 
tleman was the .solicitor for the cor- 
poration, wlilcli had introduced Am- 
erican methods into this province, and 
hence they had possibly a declaration 
made on the floor of the house by the 
very solicitor who would .show the 
people of Grand Forks the way in 
which this bill could be evaded. (Hear,

tliat I occupy in the case of any other 
company. 

Mr. William.^: I am very glad to 
have this Information, but if my mem- 
ory Is not :it fault the hoii. gentlemtin 
a couple ot years ago refused to vote 
on a certain question because he was 
the solicitor of that company. • 

Mr. Macdonald: 'I gave up my re- 
tainer, and a 'very handsome one It 
■was, frofn that company at the very 
commencement -when I entered poli- 
tics, but I did not cease to do busi- 
ness for thein. I am, however, no 
longer bound to them in any other 
way than I am bound to any other 
company, or, for instance, to one John 
Smith, a working miner, 

Mr. Williams: I perceive that the 
hon. gentleman occupies the very po- 
sition In which I at first placed him, 
and is acting as the solicitor for the 
Grand Forks Smelting company. lam 
only an ordinary layman, and it seeins 
to me that a man who does business 
in the ordinary way for a company as 
a lawyer is in the same position as a 
man who ha.s accepted a retainer. In 
any event the difference is at best 
very superficial. (Hear, hear.) But as 
two years ago the hon. gentleman in- 
duced this companv to adopt the eight 
hour system, I trust that in this case 
also he will use his Infllience -with 
that corporation to have an. end put 
to the introduction and emslojfment of 
American methods In this province. 
(Hear, hear,) 

Would Mean Open' Shop. 

Mr Hayward: I cannot agree. Sir, 
with the hon, member for Rossland 
tliat a good principle is enshrined in 
this bill 1 believe in fair play to 
one and in fair play to all and I op- 
pose the bill because if passed It 
would iierpetrate a gross Infringe- 
ment on the liberties of the subject, 
(Applause.)

The port side of the Dodo Is all 
under water. Tiie boat was in a poor 
condition, and lately has had numer- 
ous accidents. 

The Dodo is a steamer of 215 tons 
gross, 135 tons net, built at Hoquiam. 
Wash., in 1896. She is 98.8 feel long, 
21 feet -beam and 7.9 feet -deep. .
